IN MANY HOMES grave cases of poi 
toning have arisen through a care* 
less disregard for the cleanliness of 
the cooking utensils or of their per­ 
fect condition 
as soon as a copper 
saucepan shows signs of being at ail 
worn it should bs retinued, and in 
should be allowed to remain in It 
while cooling.
